THE BISHOP’S CONVOCATION ADDRESS 


As your bishop begins his tenth year in the Episcopate and 
his fifth year as the ordinary of this jurisdiction, he dares to make 
two slight innovations pertaining to the Bishop’s Convocation 
Address. First, as you will note, it is being delivered this year be- 
fore dining rather than afterwards as in former years—draw your 
own conclusions. Secondly, some of the material usually set forth 
verbally in the address has been mimeographed ahead of time and 
is attached to your service leaflet; yet this material is to be con- 
sidered as part and parcel of this convocation message. Perhaps this 
will bring the choir’s anthem nearer. 


Another year the Bishop may even be so bold as to make an- 
other modification in the scheduling of this presentation, which he 
has suggested in his various messages in past years. We believe 
that God’s Word spoken at such a time as this has, indeed, a sacra- 
mental character. We pray that God’s Bishop of this District 
will preach God’s Word amidst His chosen and assembled flock 
faithfully, prayerfully, prophetically, apostolically, eucharistically. 
We believe this Word should be a revelation and a manifestation 
of God Himself and how He is working His will and purpose out 
in and through and by His Church in this land and in this region. 
We believe that this missionary and evangelistic expression of God’s 
love and God’s laws should be connected to and associated with 
what we will do corporately tomorrow morning at this altar, make 
Eucharist and offer the Eucharist. This Word should be spoken at 
our celebration of the Holy Eucharist as we begin our convocation 
in His Name; but that, perhaps, is for another year. In any 
event, you can be assured that we have heard of Eutychus and this 
address will not carry through the night just so that it might be 
attached to tomorrow’s Convocation corporate communion. 


As we begin our Convocation may I take this opportunity to 
thank personally and publicly the many people of our staff, pri- 
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marily here in Manila—churches, institutions, and individuals—who 
have done so much in the past few weeks to make this Convocation 
and the related events—the meetings of the Council of the Church 
of Southeast Asia, the Consecration of the Cathedral and the Bless- 
ing of St. Luke’s Hospital and St. Stephen’s High School, and 
the Concordat Eucharists—one of the greatest moments in the 
history of the Philippine Episcopal Church. At times—many times, 
I am sure—during the past few weeks, your Bishop has been a 
hard taskmaster, asking for the impossible. Like good marines you 
have done it; and your Bishop apologizes for his shortcomings, 
anxieties, and impatience. But he is well pleased for he believes 
all this has been pleasing to God and has glorified His Name, and 
that is all that matters. 


PERSONNEL 


If you will look at your leaflets and at the listing of personnel, 
several names immediately come to our attention. Miss Gertrude 
Selzer, after years of dedicated and devoted missionary service in 
China, in the United States, and in the Philippines, has left us for 
retirement, long overdue. We thank her for her great contribution, 
love, and devotion. Father Studley, Mr. J. Randall Norton, and 
Miss Laura Wells have died. God bless them for their missionary 
service here; and may their souls, through the mercy of God, now 
rest in peace. 

One name calls forth particular comment. Norman Spencer 
Binsted, Bishop—missionary, prophet, pastor, priest, friend—com- 
passionate and visionary and courageous leader of this Missionary 
District in war and peace, died last February after months of pain 
and discomfort which he carried, like all his burdens, nobly and sacri- 
fically. We selfishly wish he could be with us at this Convocation 
to see so many of his projects completed, plans fulfilled, and dreams 
realized; but happy are we that we had a bishop and priest and a 
prophet in Norman Spencer Binsted who stood before God in the 
way of righteousness and declared the Word of the Lord in faith- 
fulness and truth. And we salute his wife who served at his side 
and continues to love us. 

_ Another name, not cited on your list but involved in so much 
on your list, is gratefully mentioned—the Rt. Rev. Benito Cabanban, 
our suffragan bishop. To report Bishop Cabanban’s activities, accom- 
plishments, and contributions during this past year would be to re- 
view nearly our total year’s history as his love and leadership, 
faith and friendship, prayer and discipline, care and compassion 
have touched us all. We now briefly but sincerely thank, Benito, 
our brother, Bishop in the Church of God. 

We are sorry to report that Sister Mary Joy, C.S.M., due to ill 
health, had to leave the Convent of St. Mary in Sagada this year, 
and return to Peekskill; and that Charles Brown, ptiest, and his 
family have accepted a position in New Jersey. Our life has been 
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brightened and enlightened by the visit of many and various people 
from abroad, some of whom are now with us at this great moment 
in our history. Rather than take the time to list all our many 
friends, who during the course of this year have brought us joy 
and spiritual refreshment, we will stop only to mention with great 
gratitude and appreciation the visit of our own Presiding Bishop 
and his charming and friendly wife. We shall long be grateful to 
him for coming to us at this time, but we will be longer grateful 
to him and to the God he loves and serves and obeys for what 
our Presiding Bishop is. 


ACTIVITIES 


Again, if you will look at the list in the service leaflet, particular- 
ly at the churches and institutions completed and dedicated to the 
glory of God since our last convocation, three buildings at least call 
forth comment—St. Andrew’s Church, Kapafgan; the chapel of St. 
Andrew’s Theological Seminary; and this Cathedral of St. Mary and 
St. John. These three glorious and magnificent houses of prayer 
and eucharistic offering were designed and executed by our dear 
friend, Mr. J. Van Wie Bergamini, architect. One only has to stand 
before these buildings to know that this man’s skill and artistry 
were blessed by God and were dedicated to honor His Holy Name. 
We thank Mr. Bergamini and his wife for their life with us, and 
wish them every joy in retirement. If we are grateful to our elder 
colleague, Mr. Bergamini, for what we can see, we are also grateful 
at this time to Dr. Channing Lefebvre for what we have heard in 
this Cathedral and what we will hear for the next year or so. He, 
with his wife, has been good enough to come to us bringing warm 
friendship and great musical treasures which will beautify and glorify 
our worship of God. 


Two new institutions, St. Francis’ High School at Upi, Cotabato, 
and St. Timothy’s Dormitory, Cathedral Heights, have been added 
to our roster. We are proud, indeed, of our new church secondary 
school in Mindanao, and thankful that its initial leadership has 
been so able and dedicated; and we know that our men’s collegiate 
hostel adjacent to the Cathedral will prove to be a significant, 
Christianly oriented, student center and dormitory. 


We could happily spend time commenting upon and commend- 
ing the various committees, councils, and boards, of this Missionary 
District that have done so much during the past year to strengthen 
our hands for God’s service. Many of these committees and our 
District institutions will make formal reports at our Convocation 
sessions during the next two days. As Bishop, I do want to thank 
personally and officially all those people who have done so much 
to make our mission here, evangelistically, educationally, and medical- 
ly, stronger, better, and more significant in the life, knowledge, and 
reconciliation of Christ. We have, indeed, few specialists who can 
devote and dedicate their full time to some particular aspect of our 
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work, such as Christian education, college work, laymen’s work; young 
people’s work, and ecumenical activities. If we are to do these 
things, as we must, they have to be done by busy priests, pressed 
missionaries, harassed school teachers, and burdened laymen. Perhaps 
the time has come when we must assign certain persons to some 
of these diocesan concerns. To this end, we are aware of the fact 
that a priest from the Philippine Episcopal Church and another from 
the Philippine Independent Church spent six months during the 
course of this past year in the United States under training by the 
Department of Christian Education. It may be that soon Father 
Bacayan and Father Vilches will be established as full time executive 
field secretaries for Christian Education here in the Philippines, serv- 
ing both the Episcopal and Independent Churches. 


And it may be, that during the course of this year we will 
be able to set up a secretariat for college work with a priest de 
voting his full time to a ministry amongst college students and facul- 
ties here in the greater Manila area, as well as helping in other 
educational centers. 


We all know that at the General Convention meeting last fall 
in Detroit, Michigan, a significant and courageous and visionary re- 
solution was passed establishing a concordat of full communion 
between the Philippine Independent Church and the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the U.S.A. We could happily thank by name 
a score of people who had a significant hand in this concordat, 
many of whom are with us tonight; but we know this concordat, 
establishing a sacramental unity at the deepest level between these 
two churches, was in the mind of God, and it is His purpose for 
this concordat is one step leading toward the healing of the frac- 
tured and divided Body of Christ. It is His concordat and His 
unity, and not ours; and we give Him the glory. Now we are faced 
with the perplexing but promising, confusing but hopeful, fearful but 
joyous, strenuous but glorious task of working out this concordat 
in plan, program, and action. A joint council has been appointed 
and established by our Presiding Bishop and the Supreme Bishop; 
and a liaison officer has been appointed by the Presiding Bishop 
in accordance with the Detroit resolution who will serve as the 
Presiding Bishop’s representative for Philippine Independent Church 
affairs and who can devote full time to working with this joint coun- 
cil. 


The Presiding Bishop has graciously authorized me to announce 
the name of this liaison officer, his appointee and representative, the 
Very Rev. Wayland S. Mandell. No one could doubt Dean Mandell’s 
obvious and splendid qualifications for this significant position, 
which will be so crucial in implementing the concordat. We all will 
sorely miss Dean Mandell’s personal and devoted leadership at St. 
Andrew’s Theological Seminary during the course of the next three 
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years; but I am happy, indeed, to announce that the sub-dean, the 
Rey. Ezra S. Diman, with long experience in this jurisdiction as lay 
teacher, school principal, mission priest and priest-in-charge, as well 
as with seminary experience, will assume the leadership of the 
seminary in a few months’ time when Dean Mandell undertakes 
his new responsibilities as liaison officer. I am pleased and gratified 
that both Dean Mandell and Father Diman have courageously and 
obediently accepted their calls to wider service in God’s Church. 


I would also like to announce the names of those from the 
Episcopal Church who have been selected by the Presiding Bishop 
to serve on this joint council: the two Bishops will be Bishop 
Cabanban and myself; the two priests are Canon Alipit and Father 
Diman; and the two laymen are Mr. Mauro Rodriguez and Mr. 
Cipriano Abalos. You will also be interested to know that the Rt. 
Rev. Robert F. Gibson, Bishop of Virginia, Mr. Clifford P. More- 
house of New York, and the Rt. Rev. Stephen F. Bayne, as Executive 
Officer of the Anglican Communion, have also been appointed to 
to the council, along with two bishops, two priests, and two laymen 
from the Philippine Independent Church. 


In another sphere of ecumenical activity, it is good to report 
that significant steps have been taken during the course of the past 
year in and amongst our free church brethren which may make it 
possible to establish in the near feature a National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the Philippines, which we trust will be founded 
upon and loyal to the basis and functions of the World Council of 
Churches. If this be so, we know that the Philippine Episcopal 
Church resolved at our Convocation of 1960 to be a part of this 
great ecumenical encounter. 


THE TASK 


If we were to record signs and symbols of our growth and en- 
largement and development during the course of the past year, 
it would be easy to uncover many significant and encouraging 
facts pointing to our lateral expansion and deeper penetration into 
the Philippine scene. We need not rehearse some of the statistics 
set forth in a report of last September already circulated locally 
as well as presented to the Overseas Department and the meeting 
of the Overseas Bishops; but we feel that the time has come when 
we must take steps that will lead to the devolution and the de- 
centralization of our life, organization, program, and work. We are 
too big to have five high schools, fifteen elementary schools, three 
hospitals, four dispensaries, a school of nursing, a theological semi- 
nary, and some one hundred and eighty-five organized congrega- 
tions under the supervision and oversight of one bishop assisted by 
one suffragan. Although there is always the fear that such de- 
volution and decentralization may endanger our unity, our one-ness, 
and our wholeness in the Body, we are convinced that these treasurers 
of the Gospel can always be held together by our episcopal polity, 
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our Prayer Book worship, and our ordered life, prescribed by canon, 
and primarily by the power and love of the Holy Spirit. 


We can see at least three aspects of our Church life which we 
must consider more in terms of local leadership, local autonomy, 
local financial support, and local responsibility. 


1. Parishes. Last year at this time we charged six of our older 
and more mature congregations to take steps during the course of this 
year, studying how and when they might be established as parishes; 
and we hope that this study has been fruitful. We look forward 
to the creation of several parishes soon as we know that local 
Christian worship and witness, local Christian community life and 
social action, local Christian responsibility and morality will be 
thwarted, stunted, and frustrated by over-extending the paternalism 
inherent in the mission station structure. 


2. Institutions. Again, some of our hospitals and our academic 
institutions must make plans during the course of this year to be- 
come duly incorporated with boards of trustees that will assume full 
responsibility morally, legally, and financially, for the direction and 
supervision of these institutions. 


It would be irresponsible and immature on the part of the 
communities served by these church institutions, and frightening to 
the Bishop in his capacity as corporation sole, to have some of 
these institutions continuing indefinitely as the Bishop’s sole moral, 
legal, and financial obligation. It is expected, of course, that the 
Bishop or the Suffragan Bishop will sit on the various boards 
governing these institutions to assure proper coordination and co- 
operation with the leadership of the District. 


3. A localized Episcopate. Last September we set forth the 
need for the addition of a resident bishop in northern Luzon and 
another for Mindanao who can serve in these regions as head priest 
and pastor and chief evangelist, missioner, and teacher—a bishop 
standing, living, praying, preaching, administering, counseling, ab- 
solving, and admonishing in the midst of his flock. At first, these 
bshops would serve as area suffragans; but as time goes on they 
should be given considerable ecclesiastical authority and would soon 
function as significant and responsible local and regional expressions 
of the Philippine Episcopate. This development, obviously, anti- 
cipates the geographical division of the present jurisdiction of the 
Philippines into perhaps three missionary dioceses. But we intend to 
press forward in this direction. 


On another front, this past week meetings of the Council of 
the Church of Southeast Asia, composed of bishops, priests, and 
laymen from the seven Anglican jurisdictions of this region, namely 
Borneo, Hong Kong and Macao, Korea, the Philippines, Rangoon, 
Singapore and Malaya, and Taiwan, were held here at Cathedral 
Heights. Our delegation consisted of Mr. Tomas Benafin, Canon 
Alipit, Bishop Cabanban, and myself. At these meetings, sure and 
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steady steps were taken in the direction of recognizing the truth 
that the ultimate responsibility for the Church’s life and work in 
Southeast Asia should be more and more transferred to an author- 
ity in Southeast Asia and less and less located in England or the 
United States. To this end, a regional Council of the Church of 
Southeast Asia was constituted, which will be composed of at least 
one clerical and one lay fepresentative from each diocese, as well 
as the bishops. This proposed constitution will need the approval 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury, our Presiding Bishop, and the 
Metropolitan of India, as the various missionary dioceses in this 
region belong severally to these three authorities of the Mother 
Churches from which they have sprung; and this constitution will 
come into force in each diocese as it is ratified by the competent 
body, in our case, by our Convocation. May I say that our Presiding 
Bishop has assured me that he will grant his approval; and I hereby 
charge this Convocation to study this constitution with the hope 
that it will be ratified at this 44th Annual Convocation of the Philip- 
pine Episcopal Church. 


You all will be given copies of this constitution, along with re- 
lative and explanatory material; but briefly stated it was the 
unanimous conviction of the members of the Southeast Asia assem- 
blage of last week that under the guidance of God we have been 
led to a new development of the Church’s life in this area of the 
world. At the present time there are in Asia new movements 
of national and regional life and towards responsible leadership. 
Similarly we believe that a regional Council of the Church of South- 
east Asia should exercise general responsibility for the government, 
discipline, worship, and life of the Church in this region. 


In the case of the Philippines, presently a missionary district 
of the Protéstant Episcopal Church in the U.S.A., certain constitu- 
tional and canonical revisions will have to be made by the General 
Convention of the Episcopal Church before the ecclesiastical author- 
ity for such matters as the election of bishops, the determination 
of our Prayer Book, and the establishment of marriage canons, 
could be vested with this Southeast Asia Council. But the time has 
come when we must loosen the ties with our Mother Church, who 
has always been such a devoted, gracious, loving, and understanding 
parent, and we must look forward to a responsible adulthood of 
Christian life and witness in and as a part of the Church in South- 


east Asia. 


THE POWER 


And so we have rehearsed or referred to much that we, the 
Philippine Episcopal Church, have done or have been involved in 
or concerned with during the past year. People, events, institutions, 
chapels, councils, activities, plans, money, and programs—all these 
have marked our life in this branch of the Holy Catholic Church. 
Our history looks good; our record is clean; and our credentials 
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are blameless. We have seen our duty; we know the rules; and 
we have done our job. We have built buildings, taught children, 
organized committees, translated books, resolved concordats, gone 
to church, buried the dead. We have conformed to the law on the 
eighth day. 


To stress a point, we tear a page from the letter of St. Paul, 
written from a Roman prison, to his beloved Christians at Philippi, 
and say that we can make a strong case for ourselves. True to our 
great and noble heritage, we have kept a good Lent, celebrated 
a joyous Easter, and given or received a bonus at Christmas. As 
born and bred Anglicans, we have been zealous, moral, faultless. 
But all such assets, says St. Paul, are written off because of Christ. 
He would say more. 


“T count everything sheer loss, because all is far outweighed 
by the gain of knowing Christ Jesus my Lord, for whose sake I 
did in fact lose everything. I count it so much garbage, for the 
sake of gaining Christ and finding myself incorporate in him, with 
no righteousness of my own, no legal rectitude, but the righteousness 
which comes from faith in Christ, given by God in response to 
faith. All I care for is to know Christ, to experience the power of 
his resurrection, and to share his sufferings, in growing conformity 
with his death, if only I may finally arrive at the resurrection from 
the dead.” 


“That I may know him and the power of his resurrection, and 
may share his sufferings, becoming like him in his death, that if pos- 
sible I may attain the resurrection from the dead.” 


The word “know” as Paul uses it has almost always much more 
than an intellectual meaning. In true knowledge the will and the 
heart must be active as well as the mind. To know Christ is to 
love and to serve and to obey Him, and to identify our lives with 
His. All the truth which Christianity offers was revealed in a deed. 
Such truth can be uttered only by living it, and can be known 
only as it lives again in us. This is not merely a knowledge about 
a deed, or a life, or a person, for this knowledge, true knowledge, 
knowing Christ, involves love and obedience—a personal commit- 
ment. 


The power of Christ’s resurrection and the fellowship of His 
sufferings involves the belief in, the knowledge of, the commitment 
to the fact that Christ rose from the dead and this resurrection 
must so work in us that we shall ourselves rise to a new life. This 
new life in Christ rises above, transcends, transforms, redeems, heals, 
and sanctifies our old life. Yet do we not still see so much of our 
old life in and about and around us—selfishness, jealousies, pettiness, 
ignorance, immorality, tribal and provincial rivalry, bigotry: man 
and society pitted against man and society in anger, distrust, bad 
will—making a living hell of our personal and community relation- 
ships. We must know Him and His power better! 
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The knowledge that Christ suffered must enable us to suffer, 
utterly resigned, as He was, to the will of God. We must feel, 
whatever the burden laid on us, that He is bearing it along with 
us. 

To Christ, and in like manner to Paul, suffering was the final 
point when all self-will gives way. No explanation, no calcula- 
tions, can help. All we can do is to make no effort to ask why 
it is here or how we can stand it for the days ahead. We may pray 
for deliverance, and then immediately comes the “nevertheless not 
my will, but thine, be done.” 

So St. Paul maintained, “that I may know him and the power 
of his resurrection, and may share his sufferings, becoming like him 
in his death.” The Apostle did not merely wish to experience for 
himself this enormous power which raised Christ from the dead, but 
to see that same power operative in the lives of hundreds of 
others. This was the good news that could not be contained, and 
can not be contained in church buildings and on mission com- 
pounds. It filled Paul to bursting and he carried it by foot and 
sail, to town and city, synagogue and temple, market place and 
prison. This is the evangel, this is the mission, he lived and prayed 
and brought to people, building by the power of Christ’s resurrection 
communities of God’s people who live in the love and fellowship of 
Christ. 

May this be all that we care for, nothing else: to know Christ 
and the power of his resurrection.

MINUTES OF THE FIRST SESSION 


The First Session of the 44th Convocation of the Philippine 
Episcopal Church was called to order by the Bishop at 5:00 p.m.

The 
Secretary called the roll of clergy and lay delegates. A quorum 
was present and the Bishop declared Convocation organized and 
ready for business. 

The Bishop appointed the Rev. Fathers Freeston, Hibbs, Tauli 
and Mr. Rex Botefgan to compose the Committee on Dispatch of 
Business. 

The Bishop appointed Canon Alipit, Father Longid, Mr. Bena- 
fin and Mr. Pucay, a committee to study the Constitution of the 
Church Council of Southeast Asia, and to recommend at the Second 
Session of Convocation any action that should be taken with regards 
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to this Church becoming a member of the Council. The committee 
was also asked to recommend the mode of.selection of the clerical 
and lay delegates to the Council. 

The Bishop then called for nominations for Secretary. Father 
Tauli nominated Father Masferré. Father Alipit moved to close 
the nominations. Seconded by several, it was carried. 

The Secretary appointed Father Myrick as Assistant Sécrétary. 
On motion duly made and seconded, Convocation approved: the 
appointment. 

The Bishop called for nominations for the office of Treasurer. 
Mr. George Lo was nominated. Father Lomeng moved that the 
nominations be closed. Seconded hy many, it was carried. . 

The Bishop announced the appointment of the Honorable 
James Madison Ross as Chancellor of the District. 

The Bishop then called for nominations for the office of 
Registrar. Miss Boyle was nominated by Father Kiley. Father 
Bayating moved to close the nominations. Seconded by many, it 
was carried. 

Father Tauli moved that appointed missionaries and their 
Wives, committee chairmen, heads of institutions and those. who 
make reports to Convocation be given seat and voice in Convoca- 
tion. Seconded by many, it was carried. 

The Bishop explained that Father Hibbs and Father Dunbar 
have no vote in Convocation as they lack the required canonical 
residence.

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MINUTES OF THE SECOND SESSION 


The Second Session of Convocation was called to order by 
the Bishop at 5:00 p.m., February 14, 1962, in the Cathedral Hall, 
Cathedral Heights, Quezon City. The Bishop opened the session 
with prayers. The Secretary called the roll. A quorum being pre- 
sent, the Bishop declared Convocation in session. 

Copies of the Calendar of events for the next year and copies 
of the report of the Deputies to General Convention were distributed. 

The Bishop read greetings from Mrs. Binsted to Convocation. 
Coming from the widow of the late Diocesan, this was received with 
feeling. 

The Bishop called for the Reports of Mission Schools. The 
following were presented and duly received. They are numbered 
as listed in the Appendix. 

26. Brent School—Miss Caras 

27. St. Francis’ High School—Father Schlegel 

Father Schlegel mentioned that new and young Sisters of the 
Order of St. Anne will arrive soon. Two of them are coming espe- 
cially to teach in the school. 

28. St. Mary’s School—Father Stapleton 

29. St. Paul’s Memorial High School—Mr. Tangbawan 

Mr. Tangbawan expressed the need of adding the seventh 
grade to the school program and the hope that it will be possible 
to do so. 

30. St. Stephen’s High School—Miuss Bolderston 

The Bishop announced the appointment of the Rev. George 
Hall to the Board of Examining Chaplains. Father Myrick moved 
that Convocation confirm the appointment. Seconded by several, 
it was passed. 

The Bishop called on the Committee on Dispatch of Business 
to present proposed Resolutions to Convocation. 

The following resolutions were proposed, moved, seconded and 
carried: 

1. WHEREAS, this 44th Convocation duly assembled at 
Cathedral Heights, Quezon City, in February, 1962, is in receipt 
of a pastoral message of the Bishops of the Church of Southeast 
Asia praying for the endorsement of the attached constitution; 
and 

WHEREAS, it is the sense of this body acting within the 
spirit of said pastoral message to endorse the said constitution as 
drafted and approved by the Council of the Church of Southeast 
Asia; and 

WHEREAS, it is the desire of this diocese to give full and 
undivided support to the provisions and aims as enunciated in 
the said constitution; now 
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THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, as it is hereby resolved 
that this Convocation endorse en toto the said Constitution. 

_ Several spoke to this resolution. The Bishop explained that 
for the present it is not possible to clearly define if the Council 
will be a Regional Conference or a Synod, but the movement is 
towards eventual autonomy. He also mentioned that autonomy 
does not necessarily mean that aid, financial and otherwise, will 
be withdrawn by the Mother Churches. He also mentioned that 
in the selection of bishops for the constituent dioceses, election by 
the diocese is preferred, the Council or Synod confirming the elec- 
tion. This may entail changes in the Constitution and Canons of the 
Mother Churches (this applies definitely in the case of the Philip- 
pine Episcopal Church) but it is felt that opinion ei this is 
favorable. 

(For resolution and Constitution see page 58) 

2. WHEREAS, by virtue of the provision of Section B, Article 
II of the Constitution of the Council of Southeast Asia requires 
at least one (1) clerical and one (1) lay representative from each 
constituent diocese; and 

WHEREAS, it is desirable to fix a definite tenure of the duly 
elected clerical and lay representatives to the Regional Council 
of Southeast Asia; now 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, as it is hereby resolved, 
that the term of office of the duly elected Clerical and Lay Rep- 
resentatives shall be for a term of two (2) years. 

After the adoption of this resolution, the election of the dele- 
gates to the Council of the Church of South East Asia was in 
order. Mr. Domilies nominated the Rev. Canon Alipit, clerical, and 
Mr. Thomas Benafin, lay, delegates to the Council. Mr. Yam 
moved that the nominations be closed. Seconded by several, the 
motion to close was carried. Father George Hall moved that the 
Secretary be authorized to cast a unanimous ballot for Canon Ali- 
pit and Mr. Benafin. There being no dissenting vote, it was so 
ordered. 

3. WHEREAS, social and economic concerns are increasingly 
a part of our pastoral ministry; and , 

WHEREAS, government and private agencies are engaged in 
these areas; and 

WHEREAS, cooperation with these agencies is desirable; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Convocation 
create a Committee of Christian Social Relations to cooperate with 


these agencies, and to study and present ways and means that 
the Church may more effectively minister. 


The Bishop announced the member of the new committee. 


4. WHEREAS, The work of the Philippine Episcopal Church 
is greatly expanding and there is a great need for Suffragan Bishops

to assist our Bishop especially in the area of Mindanao and the 
Mountain Province; and 


WHEREAS, the pastoral guidance of priests and lay people is 
becoming necessary in those vast areas; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Convocation re- 
commend to the Presiding Bishop the election of additionai epis- 
copal assistance for the Episcopal Church in the Philippines. 


5. WHEREAS, the concordat of full communion between the 
Episcopal Church and the Philippine Independent Church is al- 
ready entered into, and there is a joint council of both Churches 
whose work is to implement the concordat; and 


WHEREAS, St. Peter’s Church in Sabangan, Mountain Prov- 
ince, has a congregation of members of both Churches worshipping 
together in full communion with a priest serving them only on 
Sundays from All Saints’ Mission, Bontoc; and 


WHEREAS, the congregation of St. Peter’s Church has an 
adequate lot held under deed of donation, but no adequate church 
building, no priest’s house, and no resident priest; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Convocation request 
the joint council for the implementation of full communion to 
include St. Peter’s, Sabafigan, in their study. 

6. WHEREAS, the Committee on Stewardship and Ap- 
portionment, while planning and recommending to Convocation 
guiding principles of stewardship to be used in the local churches, 
has no way of checking whether or not such recommendations 
are implemented and whether or not such principles are workable; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Convocation 
empower the Committee on Stewardship to ask for reports from 
local authorities as to whether or not such recommendations have 
been carried out. 


7. WHEREAS, the Finance Committee in its report to Con- 
vocation made made several recommendations; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the recommendation 
contained in that report, viz., that “each parish in the District may 
elect to make its annual pledge to the District on a voluntary 
proportionate basis rather than receive an assigned quota by ac- 
cepting the following conditions: 

(a) the plan of proportionate giving by individuals shall be 

used by the members of such parish; 

(b) that the new plan of giving shall be based on a percentage 

of that portion of the parish income which is spent on 
its current operating needs; 


(c) that the proportionate goal towards which each church 
shall work shall be to give to the work of the Church 
outside the parish an amount equal to its own current 
expenses; 
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(d) each parish which does not elect the proportionate basis 
of diocesan giving, shall be assigned a quota by the 
Finance Committee.” 


8. WHEREAS, the Finance Committee in its report to Con- 
vocation made several recommendations; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the recommendation 
contained in that report, viz. that for the year 1962 all Central 
stations and mission congregation quotas remain the same as in 
1961, but a 10% reduction of the monthly subsidies from the 
Bishop’s Office for maintenance and travel be considered by this 
Convocation, and a similar reduction each year, looking forward 
to a goal of self-support, be approved by this Convocation and 
implemented under the existing Canon. 

9. WHEREAS, the reading of reports during the first session 
of Convocation required a two and one-half hour period; and 

WHEREAS, the first session of Convocation can be better 
used for the discussion of the reports; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that reports be mimeo- 
graphed and distributed to the delegates, and discussed instead of 
being read. 

10. WHEREAS, the laymen of the Philippine Episcopal 
Church are now aware of their responsibilities toward the growth 
of the Church; and 

WHEREAS, the Bishop has orally given his approval for the 
formation of a diocesan laymen’s organization; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Convocation 
endorse the move of the laymen of the Philippine Episcopal Church 
to organize the diocesan laymen in May of this year; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Convocation Com- 
mittee on Laymen’s Work be transferred to the officers of the 
Diocesan Layman’s Organization when it is organized. 

11. WHEREAS, it has become clear that increasingly mat- 
ters of diocesan-wide import. are being discussed at the conference 
of Filipino clergy; ~ 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Bishop be 
requested to discontinue the practice of holding meetings of the 
clergy on separate bases. 

12. WHEREAS, the Bishop’s program for the Philippine 
Episcopal Church is directed toward self-support, and ultimately 
toward a national and indigenous Church; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Convocation com- 
mends the Bishop for appointing national clergy as _priests-in- 
charge of newly created central stations, and hopes that this policy 
will be continued in the future. 

13. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent from this Convocation 
to the Rt. Rev. Arthur C. Lichtenberger, Presiding Bishop of the 
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Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America and 
Mrs. Lichtenberger expressing our thankfulness for their recent 
visit. 

14. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent to the Rt. Rev. 
Stephen F. Bayne, Executive Officer of the Anglican Communion, 
from this Convocation expressing our joy in his presence with 
us during the recent meeting of the Council of the Church of 
Southeast Asia. 


15. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent from this Con- 


vocation to the Rt. Rev. Siima Knox Sherrill, former Presiding 
Bishop of the Church. 


16. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent from this Convocation 
to the Rt. Rev. A. Ervine Swift, Missionary Bishop of Puerto Rico. 


17. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent to the Diocese of 
South Florida from this Convocation expressing our grateful thanks 
for its support of St. Francis’ High School, Upi, and also for the 
splendid example set by the people of that Diocese in Christian 
stewardship and missionary zeal. 


18. WHEREAS, the Diocese of Dallas, under the leadership 
of its Bishops decided in their Diocesan Convention last year to 
adopt the Missionary District of the Philippines as its Companion- 
Diocese for the years 1962-64; and 


WHEREAS, during these years the Diocese of Dallas will have 
the Philippine Episcopal Church as its special concern in prayers 
and in material and financial gifts; 


THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this 44th Con- 
vocation send special greetings of gratitude to the Diocese of Dallas 
through its Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Charles Avery Mason, and its 
Suffragan Bishop, the Rt. Rev. John Joseph Meakin Harte, for their 
splendid missionary spirit and generosity, and assure them of our 
prayers for the Diocese of Dallas, its parishes and congregations. 

19. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent to the Supreme 
Bishop and the Bishops of the Philippine Independent Church 
expressing our confidence that the concordat of full communion 
between the Episcopal Church and the Philippine Independent 
Church will strengthen and enrich the lives of both Churches in 
their witness to the Gospel of Christ in this land. 

20. RESOLVED, that greetings of warm affection be sent 
from this Convocation to Mrs. Binsted. 


This resolution was passed by a standing vote, after which 
the Bishop led in prayers for the repose of the soul of the departed. 


21. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent from this Con- 
vocation to Mrs. Wilner and her family as an expression of our 
continued love and regard for them. 
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22. RESOLVED, that this Convocation send greetings to Mrs 
J. Randall Norton and her children expressing our sympathy to 
them in their recent bereavement, and our profound appreciation 
for the service rendered by Mr. Norton to this Missionary 
jurisdiction. 

This resolution was passed by a standing vote, after which 
the Bishop led in prayers for the departed. 


23. RESOLVED, that the Philippine Episcopal Church in 
Convocation felicitate the Rev. and Mrs. Narciso V. Ticobay for 
their continued work as our first overseas missionaries, and that 
we assure them of our continued prayers for the success of their’ 
pioneer work of evangelism in North Borneo. 

24. RESOLVED, that Convocation send its greetings to Mrs. 
Gouvenour Frank Mosher, widow of the second Bishop of this 
Missionary District. 

25. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent to the Rev. H. 
Ellsworth Chandlee from this Convocation, expressing our sorrow 
at his recent bereavement, and assuring him of our prayers for 
his speedy return to us. 

26. RESOLVED, that Convocation thank Bishop and Mrs. 
Ogilby for the delicious dinner they provided, and that we pray 
for God’s continual blessing upon their family and upon the Bishop’s 
work as Shepherd of this Missionary District. 

This resolution was passed by standing vote with applause. 


27. RESOLVED, that Convocation express its thanks to the 
Cathedral of St. Mary and St. John, to St. Andrew’s Theological 
Seminary, to St. Luke’s Hospital, and to St. Luke’s Hospital School 
of Nursing for their splended hospitality to Convocation. 


28. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent to Deaconess 
Ashcroft who is on an extended leave of absence. 

29. RESOLVED, that Convocation express its gratitude to 
the Honorable James Madison Ross for his generous services as 
Chancellor, and to his staff. 

30. WHEREAS, several congregations have accepted the 
status of central stations; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Convocation 
extend its congratulations severally to these congregations. 

31. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent to Deaconess Dawson 
as a token of our appreciation and thanks for her dedicated service 
of Christian love to the Philippine Episcopal Church, assuring 
her of our continued prayers for her in her retirement. 

32. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent from this Convocation 


to all missionaries retired from the Missionary District of the 
Philippines. 
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33. RESOLVED, that this Convocation » felicitate)‘ Miss 
Gertrude Selzer now in retirement for a work well done as former 
administrator of Brent Hospital. 


34. RESOLVED, that greetings be sent from this Con- 
vocation to Mrs. Hobart Studley, assuring her of our continued 
prayers. 


35. WHEREAS, the Central Missions of St. Mary the Virgin, 
Sagada, and All Saints’, Bontoc, have applied to the Bishop to 
become parishes; and - 

WHEREAS, the action of these Mission Stations is very 
laudable and toward the goal of all Mission Stations; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Convocation com- 
mend these Mission Stations, and assure them of our prayers for 
their success. 

Father Myrick moved that the Committee on the Journal be 
given authority to edit the Journal. Seconded by Mr. Botengan, 
it was carried. 

Mr. Botengan moved that Convocation express appreciation to 
the Secretaries for their work. Duly seconded, this was carried. 

Father Myrick moved that the reading of the minutes be 
dispensed with. Seconded by many, this was carried. 

By standing ovation, Convocation expressed appreciation to 
the Suffragan Bishop for his fatherly care and interest. 

There being no further business, Mr. Botefgan moved that 
Convocation adjourn. Seconded by many, the motion was carried. 

Convocation adjourned at 8:35 p.m. sine die.

REPORTS BY CANON 


1. REPORT OF THE COUNCIL OF ADVICE 


I—At the first regular meeting of the Council which was held 
on January 6, 1961 with six members present and two absent the 
officers for the year were elected. Dean Mandell was elected 
president and Canon Alipit, secretary. 


At this meeting the applications for Candidacy of Mr. George 
O. Panisigan and Mr. Juanito Layag were presented and recom- 
mended. The applications for ordination to the priesthood of the 
Rev. Messrs. Thomas B. Lingayo, Stuart Schlegel and Constancio 
B. Manguramas were presented and recommended. In each case 
the period of the diaconate was shortened upon recommendation 
of the Bishop. 
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Other matters considered were as follows: (1) Im view of 
the completion of the Cathedral, the name pro-Cathedral should 
be removed from all listings in connection with St. Stephen’s 
Church. (2) The Bishop announced the projected appointment 
of the Rev. George Hall as chaplain of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


II—The second meeting of the Council was held on January 
25, 1961 with six members present and two absent. The ap- 
plication of Mr. Andrew G. Sacuy-ap for ordination to the diaconate 
and the application of the Rev. Alejandro G. Abad for ordination 
to the priesthood were received and acted upon favorably. 


Other matters discussed were the coming Convocation, the 
deliberations of the Conference of the Church of Southeast Asia 
which met in Kuching in 1960, the coming Rangoon Conference, 
and the projected visit of the Committee of the House of Bishops 
relating to the proposed Concordat with the Philippine Independent 
Church, and a possible survey of some of the larger mission stations 
of the diocese relative to their progress toward the assumption 
in the future of parochial status. 


IiI—The third meeting of the Council was held on August 
25, 1961 with five members present. The chairman held the proxies 
of the three absent members. The application as Candidates for 
Holy Orders of the following persons were recommended: Messrs. 
Rufino C. Aquino, Ernesto P. Gawili, Michael W. Pangwi, and 
Peter B. Alangui. 


The Bishop discussed the substance of his report which was 
to be presented to the meeting of the Overseas Bishops and to the 
National Council of the Church in the United States. 


The Bishop also spoke of his plans for the organization of 
area groups within the diocese for the study of local problems. 


The Bishop then discussed certain clerical assignments and the 
designation of Nangi, Cotabato City, Nalkan and Balatoc, Kalinga, 
as central stations. 


1V—tThe fourth meeting .of the Conucil was held on December 
15, 1961 with five members present and three absent. The chair- 
man held the proxies of the three absent members. 


The applications as Candidates for Holy Orders of the follow- 
ing were acted upon favorably: Messrs. Mauro L. Damian, Fran- 
cis Daoey, Bernard Ged-ang. 


Applicants for ordination to the priesthood were as fol- 
lows: The Rev. Messrs. Andrew G. Sacuy-ap, Augusto M. Cunning, 
Sancho A. Gaerlan, Jose N. Bangao. At the request of the Bishep 
the diaconate was shortened in each case and all were recommended 
to the Bishop for ordination. 


_The Council recommended to the Bishop that he appoint the 
clerical and lay delegates from this diocese to the Conference of 
the Church of Southeast Asia meeting in Manila in early February. 
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The Bishop asked the opinion of the Council regarding the 
desirability of designating Kapangan and Acoje as central stations. 
The Council recommended that they be so designated.

2. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EXAMINING CHAPLAINS 


The 1961 Board of Examining Chaplains met on January 26, 
1961 to organize and to set the date for the 1961 Canonical 
Examinations. Father Over was re-elected chairman and Father 
Bacagan was chosen secretary. 


Canonical Examinations were given to Messrs. Henry Kiley, 
Sancho Gaerlan, Augusto Cunning, Martin Bayang and Jose 
Bangao, II at St. Andrew’s Theological Seminary, Quezon City 
on April 29 thru May 5, 1961. As agreed upon previously the 
Board shortened the written and lengthened the oral parts of the 
tests, emphasized “relevance” rather than “content”, and separated 
the Bishop’s own examination from that of the Board. All five 
candidates passed satisfactorily. 


(A letter has been received from the Bishop of Albany, New 
York, along with the report of his Examining Chaplains testifying 
that Mr. Richard Charles Hall, now a missionary in the Philip- 
pines, “has been examined ... and that he is recommended for 
ordination.” ) 

The Examiners were as follows: Father Over—Practical and 
Moral Theology, Ethics; Father Harris—Holy Scriptures; Father 
Tauli—Church History; Father Zabriskie—Dogmatic ‘Theology, 
Ecclesiastical Polity; Father Bacagan—Liturgics, 

The Board met finally with the Bishop present on May 5, 
1961. They appraised the results of the examinations, considered 
reshuffling of subjects among the examiners, and in view of the 
scheduled extended leave of the chairman the following June, voted 
the secretary as concurrent acting-chairman of the Board.

In line with the requirements of the Canon, the Finance Com- 
mittee met four times during the year. 


The Committee recommends and presents for consideration 
by the Bishop and Convocation, as a result of these meetings, the 
following: 


I—In so much as the Finance Committee and the Committee 
on Stewardship and Apportionment both relate to Christian Steward- 
ship, it is the recommendation of this Committee that the Finance 
Committee and the Stewardship and Apportionment Committee be 
abolished and a single committee be formed; that this new committee 
be. called The Department of Christian Stewardship and formulate 
plans to act as the business agent of this Missionary District; that the 
board of this department be composed of five laymen from the 
business and professional world and five clergymen who. will meet 
on regular occasions to carry out the following stewardship respon- 
sibilities: 

‘1. The supervision and direction of the financial affairs of 

the District. 


2. The preparation of the Annual Budget. 


The establishment and maintenance of Accounting and 
Auditing procedures for the funds of the District. 
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4. The supervision of the investment of the funds of the 
District. 


5. The collection and disbursement of the funds of the Dis- 
trict. 


6. The publicity of District activities. 


7. The supervision and safeguarding of all property of the 
District. 


8. The editorial and business management of any District 
publication. 


Thus it will be seen that the responsibilities charged this de- 
partment are wide in scope but nevertheless direct in meaning. Per- 
haps the most important responsibility the Department of Steward- 
ship faces is that of continually encouraging the communicants of 
this District, the rectors and vestries to assume their individual re- 
sponsibility to give generously to the work of the Church. 


II—DIOCESAN APPORTIONMENT—When a congregation 
is presented with a budget, too frequently we limit, in effect, God’s 
budget and put a ceiling on contribution. God’s budget is, in fact, 
limitless. The true measure is not what He may appear to need 
but what we can afford to give in grateful thanks for what He 
has given us. The emphasis changes from “asking” to “giving”. 
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THE PLAN FOR PROPORTIONATE GIVING 
BY PARISHES 


St. Stephen’s 
Holy Trinity 
Church of the Resurrection 


Each parish in the District may elect to make its annual pledge 
to the District on a voluntary proportionate basis rather than re- 
ceiving an assignment quota by accepting the following conditions: 

(a) The plan of proportionate giving by individuals will be 
used by the members of such parish. 

(b) That the new plan of giving will be based on a per- 
centage of that portion of the parish income which is 
spent on its current operating needs. 

(c) That the proportionate goal towards which each church 
shall work will be to give to the work of the Church 
outside of the Parish an amount equal to its own current 
expenses. 

(d) Each parish which does not elect the proportionate basis 
of Diocesan giving, shall be assigned a quota by the 
Department of Stewardship. 

For the year 1962 we recommend that all Central Stations and 
Mission congregation quotas remain the same as 1961 but a 10% 
reduction of the monthly subsidies from the Bishop’s Office for 
maintenance and travel be considered by this Convocation and a 
similar reduction be made each year, looking forward to a goal of 
self-support.

6. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHRISTIAN 
EDUCATION 


The goals of the Christian Education Committee for the year 
1961 were to re-examine our present curricula and writing methods 
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in terms of a deeper knowledge and understanding of Philippine 
children; to re-orient the Teacher Training Institute in the direction 
of child study and the development of a deeper awareness of the 
whole task of Christian Education; to explore the area of teacher 
supervision and on-the-job training to supplement the work of the 
Teacher Training Institute. We also hoped to expand the work of 
leadership training. 

To develop this program the Committee had asked earlier 
to have men trained to do this work on a full time basis. These 
men have now returned from a training program in the United 
States. 

The Committee in the meantime continued its work in hopes 
that we might prepare the way for these men upon their return. 
We have attempted to do this mainly through a series of confer- 
ences. 

The first of these conferences was held in Bangaan.with the 
Besao and Bagnen teachers on March 12-13, 1961. This was held 
to study what a fifth grade child enjoys, dislikes, fears, talks about 
and does with his free time. This was done in a small group with 
open discussion of a series of questions. The results have caused 
us to re-examine the curriculum planned for this age level. 


The Christian Education Workshop for Mission Teachers was 
held in Sagada from July 13 to 18. Ninety-two priests and teachers 
and two Sisters were present. The priests held their own meetings 
under the leadership of the Rev. James Gill. They worked on the 
very practical problems of priest-teacher relationships, and discussed 
some of the basic tenets of Christian Education. The teachers 
met under the general supervision of the Rev. Archie Stapleton and 
Mr. Rex Botengan. The teachers were divided into groups based 
upon the grade levels taught, and they studied the children of 
those levels. Questions about the children were discussed as they 
were in Bangaan, and at the end of two days an outline was pre- 
pared which gave a pattern of growth from the first through the 
sixth grade. The last two days were spent in an examination cf 
the present curriculum in terms of the findings of the first two 
days. Then on the last night the results were reviewed and some 
modifications of the present material were suggested. Father Wang- 
dali led the conference in Bible study, and Father Harris and Sister 
Mary Lucile led choir and children’s song groups. (It rained most 
of the time.). 

On January 12-13, 1962 Father Bacayan held a conference 
with the Bontoc teachers. They discussed the demands placed 
upon the personal religious life of the teacher due to the fact 
that they teach religious education in the school. It is hoped, and 
planned, that there will be more of these local meetings in the 
very near future. 
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In summary this has been a year of transition and waiting. 
We have tried to lay a foundation for the work of the men who 
have been receiving training, and we look forward with great hope.

7. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MISSION SCHOOLS 


We should like to record three significant developments with 
regard to the oversight, direction, and program of our mission schools 
during the course of this past year. 


1. An improved salary scale for full time teachers in our 
mission schools has been adopted whereby teachers holding the 
ETC credentials receive at least P140.00 per month, the BSEEd 
P150.09, and the BSE P160.00. A longevity compensation was also 
instituted this year whereby P5.00 increments were awarded for 
every five years of continuous service in one of the mission schools. 
This policy has brought some Icng needed financial relief of our 
teachers. 


2. A new secondary school, St. Francis High School, was 
opened in June at Upi, Cotabato, with the first and second years. 
We plan to open the third year in June, 1962, and complete the 
secondary curriculum another year. The Principal will be presenting 
his report to this Convocation; but we merely record our thankful- . 
ness for this new school so well started and so important to our 
Church life and program in the Province of Cotabato. 


3. On December 16th, prognostic tests, prepared and evaluated 
in the Bishop’s Office, were given to ail our elementary mission 
school teachers in an attempt to test and improve the general and 
Christian knowledge of these teachers. It is fair to say that the 
results of these tests were informative and helpful and that, al- 
though a few teachers did extremely well on these tests, some cf 
our teachers are not well prepared for elementary school teaching.

8. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S WORK 


The Committee on Young People’s Work sponsored a Summer 
Youth Conference and two Semestral College Student Meetings 
in 1961. The conference was held April 13 to 19 at the Cathedral 
of St. Mary and St. John and the theme -was “Faithful- Soldier 
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and Servant.” The Rev. Canon Ramon A. Alipit was the main 
speaker. 


Both Semestral College Student Meetings were held at the 
Cathedral Hall, the first on July 30 with the Rev. George Zabriskie, 
II speaking on Christian Leadership; the second on December 3 
when the Rev. Robert B. Hibbs discussed Adam and the Atom. 
A special feature in the latter meeting was an introduction to pipe 
organ music by Dr. Channing Lefebvre. 


We take this opportunity to thank all those who contributed 
in one way or another to the success of these activities. 


One of our problems is the wide difference in age and educa- 
tion of the conference delegates—from high school freshmen to 
college seniors. To prevent some from being over active and others 
from being too shy to participate in the activities, the committee 
arranges small groups of similar interest. The ideal solution would 
be to hold two separate conferences, but under the present circum- 
stances, this committee contents itself with just one and with out 
objectives in the middle. 


Financially, our funds are quite low. The fees and donations 
we received during 1961 were insufficient to cover our expenses. 
We may not be able to give much aid to the southern delegates 
coming to our 1962 conference at Easter School beginning April 
9. Your financial help is very much needed. 


In our report last year, we mentioned a proposal from a 
local YPF to unify all our youth fellowships. The committee has 
studied this and concluded that at present the need is not urgent. 
The present setup has been quite satisfactory and has accomplished 
many of the desired objectives. However we shall keep the plan in 
mind as a guide to serve the young people more whenever possi- 
ble.

REPORTS OF OTHER COMMITTEES 


9. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STEWARDSHIP 
AND APPORTIONMENT 


Only one Mission overpaid its Diocesan quota for 1961, this 
being St. Andrew’s Mission, Nangi, Cotabato, which overpaid its 
apportionment by twenty-eight centavos. Many did not reach their 
Diocesan quotas (some falling very seriously short): St. Paui’s, 
Balbalasang; All Saints’, Bontoc; Holy Nativity, Lon-oy; St. Thomas’, 
Tabuk; St. Michael’s, Tadian; St. Vincent’s, Cotabato City; St. Mar- 
garet’s, Nalkan; and Holy Trinity, Zamboanga City. The following 
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did not meet their assigned General Apportionment quotas: All 
Saints’, Bontec; St. Thomas’, Tabuk; St. Michael’s, Tadian. 


It must therefore be reported to Convocation that the total 
amount paid toward the Diocesan Apportionment fell short P3,256.05, 
and the total amount paid toward the General Appel fell 
short P162.50. 


Recognizing the eG difficulties of beginning a sound pro- 
gram of Stewardship Training, the Committee strongly recommends 
the booklet, “Year-Round Stewardship in Your Parish” as a possi- 
ble helpful guide, and requests each station to consider carefully the 
recommendations given in this booklet. It is the plan of the Com- 
mittee to address a questionnaire to each station twice during 1962 
inquiring how useful the suggestions of the booklet have been tound 
in actual trial in our Missions. 

It will be recalled that at last year’s Convocation, the deter- 
mination of apportionment quotas was made the province of the 
Finance Committee. The Stewardship Committee has therefore 
made no recommendation with regard to change—but it has analyzed 
the basis on which such changes are recommended, and has pre- 
pared for presentation to the Finance Committee a suggested proce- 
dure, based on, and embodying its thinking on this matter.

School 

September — A visitation with the Bishop 

November — Progress in the Implementation of the Con- 


cordat (A Report) 

FORMAT: The Chronicle is to be 7” x 10” in size, bi-monthly 
with a normal run of 18 pages plus cover, and with more emphasis 
on good pictures of our life and work. 

CIRCULATION: At the present time we have a circulation 
of 1300 which includes ccpies sent to all Bishops, and all Coadjutor 
and Suffragan Bishops in the American Church, plus all Diocesan 
publication editors, and key personnel at the Church Missions House. 
Recently I have proposed to Mr. Reinhardt that the diocesan pro- 
motion departments give us a little publicity to increase our circula- 
tion. Although we will never be self-supporting we should make 
an effort to increase circulation and paid subscriptions. 

NAME CHANGE: The Editorial Board approved a sugges- 
tion by the editor that the name of our magazine be changed to 
give it some identification with the location of our Missionary Dis- 
trict.

A. Ilocano Section: The Collects from the first Sunday in 
Advent up to the Collect for Ash Wednesday are now ready to be 
submitted to the Bishop for approval for trial use. 
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B. Igorot Section: The Igorot section of the Commission 
has completed translation of the Holy Eucharist with the excep- 
tion of the offertory sentences, the proper preface and the rubrics. 
After the translation has been submitted to the rest of the Com- 
mission for perusal and study the Commission will recommend its 
approval for trial use with the understanding that the mimeograph- 
ing or printing be done locally.

The Igorot section requests the Bishop for permission for a 
two week period of additional work during the months of April 
and May of this year. Also permission is requested for a “work 
month” in November of 1962. 


C. Tagalog Section: Nothing has been done during the year 
but it is recommended that a Tagalog-speaking priest be added to 
the Commission so that this work may move ahead.

The Missioners were all set to 
hold the Mission during the designated week in December, but, 
before they left for Tabuk, the priest-in-charge of St. Thomas’ Mis- 
sion, wrote the Chairman of the Mission asking him to postpone 
the preaching mission until some other date, perhaps for reasons 
beyond his control. So, the 1961 preaching mission at Tabuk 
never materialized. It is hoped that in 1962, the preaching mission 
at Tabuk will become a reality.

Increased interest in layman’s work as evidenced. by the 
establishment of two mission stations, Labayog in Cuenca 
and Amposongan in Kapangan, both of which were estab- 
lished through the laymen’s initiative. 


D. The Bontoc-Kalinga-Abra area met twice last year re- 
sulting in the following: 


1. The area made significant progress toward enlisting the 
special talents and skills of the laypeople for church 
work; 

2. It was and still is the feeling of the conference that a dio- 
cesan laymen’s organization be organized with a constitu- 
tional government. This feeling was also shared by the 
Baguio-Benguet conference when it approved a resolution 
calling for a diocesan laymen’s conference in Baguio some- 
time in April this year.

17. REPORT OF THE COMMITEE ON SCHOLARSHIPS 
FOR CHURCH GIRLS 


The purpose of the Committee is to help develop a group of 
educated women to serve their people and their Church. Scholar- 
ships are given to financially handicaped students who are above 
average scholastically, of good character, and faithful to their Church. 
These standards must be kept throughout the course. Applicants 
must apply before March first and new applicants are not considered 
during the school year except in cases of emergency. Those granted 
aid are asked to sign a statement that they are willing after gradua- 
tion to serve the Church where needed for a period not to exceed 
two years. 


Scholarships are allocated on the basis of funds available, 
reasonable expectations, and previous commitments (that is, funds 
for those already receiving aid who will probably continue to need 
such aid for following years). But no scholarship is promised for 
more than one year at a time. 


This year the Committee met nine times, sometimes for several 
hours. We tried to select girls who will conform to our stated 
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purpose. Our judgment has sometimes failed: the girl has shown 
indifference to her Church or has proven scholastically unable. We 
cannot always know the girls personally, so we must depend on 
you who send in recommendations to give us detailed facts about 
her and her family, and your considered judgment of her as a 
scholarship applicant. Only so, can we choose wisely and spend the 
Church’s money effectively. 


In line with our policy to spread the scholarships among the 
various areas and in different educational fields, recipients this year 
were from: Baguio—2; Besao—6; Bontoc—4; Ilocos Sur—1; La 
Trinidad—1; Lepanto—1; Sagada—4; Tabuk—2; Tadian—3. These 
24 girls study Nursing—10; Education—9; Social Work—2; and one 
each, Science, Pre-Medicine and Pre-Engineering. 


During the year P3,941.24 came from the United States; 
P1,317.15 from the Philippines: P13,692.05 was paid out and there 
is a balance of P6,400.05. The year started with almost three times 
the present balance and it is obvious that contributions must come 
in before the new school year in June, if we are even to continue 
the present scholarships, let alone add any new ones. We appreciate 
the efforts both here and abroad to raise funds; we hope that more 
and more will continue to aid us. With all of us working and pray- 
ing together, surely we need have no fear that the Church will 
lack educated, dedicated women to help her in the future.

18. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MEN’S 
SCHOLARSHIP 


This was the first year in which this committee disbursed 
funds and it is expected that the total disbursements for this 
academic year will total P5,500. We were able to give five students 
assistance for the entire academic year. They all were first year 
students. One of the students is studying engineering at the 
University of the Philippines, two are studying forestry at Los 
Bafios, one is attending the Mountain National Agricultural School 
fi La Trinidad, while the fifth is taking a liberal arts course at 
Baguio Colleges. We were also able to give assistance to a post 
graduate student at the University of the Philippines who requested 
aid for only one term. 


The committee has decided to follow the policy of the Woman’s 
Scholarship Committee with regard to the continuation of assistance 
to students already being aided by the committee. They will be 
given first consideration for the coming year, and assistance will 
more or less automatically be continued as long as the student 
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passes all his courses and needs financial assistance. We will 
require a transcript and a new financial statement from them 
each year. 


The Committee regrets that it was unable to act affirmatively 
on many of the requests for aid received toward the end of the 
first semester. We felt that we could not do this in view of the 
limited funds available and because of uncertainty as to what 
the needs would be of the students whom we were assisting. 


In the academic year 1962-1963, we have available the funds 
necessary to continue assistance to the five students now receiving 
aid. Unfortunately we will be able to give help to very few new 
applicants unless we receive more contributions. Some parishes 
and individuals in the United States, with whom members of the 
committee have personal contacts, have been approached and 
have expressed interest in this program. As yet though we have 
received no contributions from them. It is hoped too that in the 
coming year we will receive more assistance from local sources. 
Last year we received contributions from only two congregations 
in the Philippines. We feel it important that this record be 
improved, both because of the need to support such projects locally, 
and because individuals and groups in the United States are much 
more likely to support such projects if they know that the local 
congregations are doing what they can. 


It is requested that applicants submit all necessary papers 
not later than March Ist. Transcripts should, if possible, cover 
all work done up to the beginning of 1962. It is also requested 
that each applicant fill out his own forms and himself seek out 
those who are to write the letters of recommendation for him. 
The committee regrets the fact that last year it seemed evident 
in several instances. that the processing was done by a person 
outside of the student’s immediate family.

19. REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


The 12th Annual Convention of the Churchwomen of the 
Philippine Episcopal Church was held on April 11, 12 and 13, 
1961 at Easter School, Baguio City. There were 59 official 
delegates and 43 visitors present. 


On the evening of April 11, the delegates heard an inspiring 
talk by Bishop Ogilby. After the Bishop’s talk, the Mother of 
the Year, Mrs. Magdalena Pecua was presented. A certificate 
was awarded her by the Bishop. 
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On April 12, the Holy Communion and UTO service was 
celebrated by the Bishop. 

Mrs. Theresa Villanueva, the UTO Custodian presented a total 
collection of P3,022.60 for the year 1961 which was received with 
applause. The total UTO from 1959 to 1961 was P9,402.60. 
This amount was offered at the 30th Triennial Convention at 
Detroit by our delegate last September. 

Reports from the treasurer, newsletter editor, religious educa- 
tion secretary, the project chairman, as well as the annual reports 
from the different stations were read and filed. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary of St. Matthias, Tabuk, was admitted 
to the Diocesan Auxiliary, making the 37th Mission Woman’s 
Auxiliary.

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20.. REPORT OF THE PHILIPPINE EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH SUPPLY HOUSE 


The Supply House has done approximately ?45,000.00 worth 
of business during the year, and we have cleared all our expenses 
with the exception of some dollar stock still to come in. We have 
about 40,000.00 worth of stock on hand. We have sold some 
P5,000.00 worth of vestments and cassocks, and have on hand 
P2,000.00 worth, on consignment. 


During the year we have added two new full time workers 
to our staff, have installed new ceiling fans and lights, and have 
added several new glass show cases and book shelves, all we need 
now, is more room. 


I am happy to say there has been a definite rise in the 
interest shown in the Supply House, among our customers. There 
has been a steady increase of Methodist, Baptist, Church of Christ, 
and Lutheran church people. Of course the most. noticeable 
increase has been from our Philippine Independent Church brethren, 
they come in bunches. 


After my last report in 1961, when I complained about our 
younger clergy not buying books, more interest has been shown, 
one of them bought another book. I must admit however that 
the paper-cover has really done the trick; we have sold a great 
many of these cheaper books, and I intend to keep adding to our 
stock as I find the better books published in paper-backs. At this 
time I think I should stress this point, books are the only item 
we can get through customs without too much trouble or expense. 


I would suggest that as far as they can, our national clergy 
should learn to tolerate locally made goods for the time is coming 
and is nearer than most of us realize, when American goods will 
be placed so high on the duty list we will not be able to bring 
them in. We have to pay 100% duty on many items now. JI 
have started and will continue to substitute locally made goods 
whenever it is possible and practical. Again I ask for suggestions 
as to the merchandise that should be stocked in the Supply House. 
I think we have settled to some extent, the ‘wine’ problem. Wine 
by the case, and candles can be ordered through the Supply House, 
Philippine and Church Flags are kept in stock, brass plates for 
memorials, any size, can be bought, engraving of any kind can 
be done. Ask, and if we can’t get it for you, it is because it is not 
on the market.

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REPORTS OF INSTITUTIONS 
21. BRENT HOSPITAL 


Brent Hospital continues its important role of service to the 
community of Zamboanga City and its vicinity. In 1961 there 
were 1805 patients admitted, as compared to 1305 of last year. In 
the Out-Patient Department, 10,060 patients were treated, while 
last year the total was 8,805. Charity was given to 166 in-patients 
and 2,653 out-patients, amounting to P11,265.28. 


The income increased by P12,897.87, or at total of P154,067.72, 
but the expenses mounted to P158,151.76, representing a deficit 
of P4,084.04. The increase in expenditure can be explained by the 
increase in personnel, which was deemed necessary to cope with 
the increased patient load. 

The greatest acquisition for the year was a brand new X-Ray 
machine, made available from funds held by the Bishop, for which 
we are very grateful. Since the start of its operation on October 
first to the end of December, 782 X-Ray examinations were done. 


Equipment purchased were nine mechanical beds, a suction 
apparatus, a typewriter, a 5,000-watt transformer, and some surgical 
instruments. 

Improvement of the plant consisted in the remodelling of the 
delivery room, tiling of the scrub room, the completion of the 
screening and painting of patients’ rooms, and the transfer of the 
X-Ray and Laboratory to better locations. A former bodega near 
the dispensary was transformed into a doctor’s office and examining 
room. For the convenience of the personnel and visitors, we set 
up an attractive canteen, which is being managed by the Young 
People’s Group of Holy Trinity Church. Profits from this venture 
will be used for improvements of the hospital and the church. 


The poor condition of our nurses’ dormitory has been 
mentioned in previous Convocations. We had to move some of the 
nurses and aides to the quarters vacated by the previous acting- 
medical director in order to relieve the overcrowding. We hope 
that construction of a new dormitory will be started soon. 


Worse than the nurses’ dormitory is the boys cottage. The 
building, almost completely eaten up by termites, is ready to 
collapse. 

Brent Hospital has no transportation and needs something 
very badly. We also need an autoclave, more laboratory equip- 
ment, a power mower, floor polisher, O.R. clock, and some 
recreational facilities. 

The Reverend Stanley L. Reynolds has worked in close co- 
operation with us, and we acknowledge his valuable service to the 
hospital and to our patients. We also acknowledge with gratitude 
the kindness of all the people who have given us moral and material 
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support. I have the highest praise for all our personnel for their 
cooperation, loyalty, and for their devotion to their work. They 
have maintained the highest quality of service to the patients, for 
which Brent Hospital is well known. 


Miss Gertrude Selzer left her post as administrator in the last 
part of September, terminating nearly forty years of dedicated 
sevice to the mission and the church. We all commend her for her 
job well done. 

With the coming of another year, we all pray and hope for 
more blessing, so we can carry on more effectively our job of 
“continuing the work of the Great Physician.”

22. ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL 


In a report as brief as this, it is not possible to do more than 
touch upon the highlights of the hospital’s activities of the past 
year. 


Hospital Utilization: During 1961, 50,262 patient days of 
care were rendered with an average of 137 patients per day cared 
for as in-patients, and a total of 12,779 ambulatory patients treated 
or seen in cur out-patient dispensary. Because of this increased 
utilization, for the first time in many years past, our financial 
books showed a significant improvement and we are confident that 
this trend will continue without deviating from our first and 
foremost objective of serving those who are. without financial re- 
sources and are in need of hospital care. 


Staff: With the departmentalization of the residency training 
program and as a requisite to an intern-training program in af- 
filiation with a medical school, the resident staff was enlarged from 
7 to 12 residents. i 


Miss Emma Paras, assistant medical social worker and known 
to most to you, went on a study leave to Detroit, Michigan, late 
last year to further her experience in medical social service work. 
Late last year, Miss Bienvenida Alonze returned to the staff after 
two years’ study in nursing service administration at Western 
Reserve University, Cleveland, Ohio. We are pleased to have her 
back working with us and assisting ably in the nursing service de- 
partment. 


The appointment of the Rev. George Hall, Jr. as full time 
chaplain at the hospital has meant a great deal to the religious 
program of the school of nursing and to the spiritual needs of our 
patients. 
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With the projected opening of our fifth and last floor, and 
with the increasing demands for better patient service, we are 
increasing our staff from 287 to 320. This increase in personnel 
means a corresponding increase in our salary budget from P621,000.00 
to 717,000.00. 


Physical Changes: To meet the increasing demand for psy- 
chiatric care, we have converted the Communicable Disease Unit 
into another psychiatric unit. The closing of the Communicable 
Unit, does not mean that we no lenger can care for some of the 
more common contagious cases. The flexibility afforded by our 
private room accommodations still makes it possible for us to care 
for some of the common contagicus cases. 


Although originally planned for multiple bed units, because of 
the need for funds to support our increasing charity program, our 
fifth floor is currently being converted into 8 private deluxe suites, 
which we hope will bring in more revenue for the hospital. 


Other Activities: A significant service has been added in an 
effort to improve our public relations at the front desk in the 
hospital. The Woman’s Board of St. Luke’s, after many years of 
fund raising activities, has decided to offer their service voluntarily 
in areas in the hospital where they can be of assistance. Early 
this year, the Volunteer Service program started and we are indeed 
very happy to have the ladies be a part of the staff. 


During the year, in one way or another, the Hospital and its 
staff have been involved in activities outside its sphere of operation. 
It is worthy to note that the First Postgraduate Course in 
Opthalmology was held here in St. Luke’s early in 1961; the annual 
meeting of the Inter-Church Commission on Medical Care; the 
seminar on nursing service administration sponsored by the Council 
of Deans and Principals of Colleges and Schools of Nursing in the 
Philippines; and come March, the Dietetic Association of the Phil- 
ippines will hold its annual meeting here. Ail of these mean the 
growing awareness of the different professional groups of the 
availability of facilities and personal talents of members of the 
staff. 


. We shall never be able to express our gratitude to our many 
friends in the American church for making possible the construction 
of these magnificent buildings which make us feel proud and which 
are a joy to work in. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank Bishop Ogilby, 
Chairman of the Board of Governors of the hospital, and all the 
members of the Board for their encouragement and support of the 
hospital and its activities. Special thanks is also due to the 
members of the Woman’s Board of St. Luke’s for their having 
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adopted as their project in 1961 the much needed equipment for 
the laboratories.

23. ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL SCHOOL OF NURSING 


The school’s present total enrollment is 138 and is the largest 
number of students St. Luke’s has ever had in any one year. Of - 
this number, 51 are in the first year, 40 are in the second year, 
and 47 are in the third year; 81 or 59% are Roman Catholics, 
28 or 20% are either Anglicans or Independientes, 27 or 19% 
are Protestants, and 3 or 2% indicate no religious affiliation. 


In March, 1961, 39 graduated, and in April took and suc- 
cessfully passed the board examinations for nurses. 15 of them 
are now employed at St. Luke’s Hospital, 2 at Brent Hospital, 2 
at St. Theodore’s Hospital, and the others are either in other 
hospitals or doing industrial or school clinic nursing or private duty 
nursing, and three are studying on their own at the University 
of the Philippines to earn their baccalaureate degree. 


The School’s religious program was enchanced in June with 
the arrival of Rev. George Hall, Jr. During the first semester, 
he taught a course in Religion to the Senior class, but had to give 
up his teaching responsibilities during the second semester in order 
to concentrate on his language studies. We look forward to working 
more closely with him this coming school year now that he has 
discontinued his Tagalog classes. 


As you all know, attendance at morning prayers was required 
of all students who were admitted to the school in 1960 and 
thereafter. Several months ago, in accordance with Father Hall’s 
recommendation it was agreed that attendance at either morning 
or evening prayers would be considered satisfactory compliance of 
the required chapel attendance. This meant that all students, no 
matter what their duty hours are, could attend at least one of 
the chapel services. Since the announcement of this revision, there 
has been a marked increase in the attendance during vespers in 
the chapel at 4:15 p.m. 


One of the most appreciated and most serviceable acquisitions 
of the school during the school year 1961-62 is a skyblue Taunus 
transit van which arrived in August. Primarily, it is now used to 
transport students to and from government hospitals and public 
health centers where affiliations have been arranged, but is occas- 
sionally used by the faculty and hospital staff for official trips 
which are necessary in the performance of duty. The school has 
also furnished and decorated a room on the ground floor of the 
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Nurses’ Home which used to be a bodega. With the help of a 
former St. Luke’s nurse, who is now an interior decorator, the room 
has been transformed into a lounge and conference room and 
serves also as a service room whenever there are parties, conferences 
and meetings. 


The school year 1962-63 will see some changes in the cur- 
riculum of the school. In coordination with the Bureau of Private 
Schools and other heads of schools, changes involving fusing of 
related subjects and rearrangement of courses will be effected. 
These changes will necessitate cooperative planning on the part of 
the faculty and other lecturers and will mean closer joint scrutiny 
of course contents with a view towards effective correlation of 
subject matter. Outwardly, the most noticeable change involves 
the elimination of summer classes for the first year students so 
that effective this school year, students will be admitted in June 
instead of April as has been the previous practice. Classes will 
still graduate in March, but there will be more subjects in the 
Senior year than there are in the present curriculum. The success 
of these changes will really depend on their effective implemen- 
tation, for any curriculum may look all right on paper but its real 
value depends on how it is carried out on a day by day basis. 
We in the school will do our best with your support and prayers 
to continue to provide and administer an educational program 
which is directed towards the development of good Christian nurses.

24. ST. THEODORE’S HOSPITAL 


St. Theodore’s Hospital does not limit itself to treating patients 
physically, but looks at the whole person, with a soul to be nourished 
with Christian ideals, and a socio-educational side to consider, too. 
So broad is the responsibility, service and treatment we render 
patients that with such a setup, we sometimes fail, but often times 
succeed. 


STATISTICS: St. Theodore’s Hospital is rated as 60-bed, 
but there was always more than that in 1961, making an average 
ot 68.78 in-patients per day, or roughly an average house occupancy 
rating of 105.27%. There were 2,096 admitted cases for the year 
with 25,241 patient days. Major operations numbered 51 compared 
to 38 in 1960. Minor operations and emergency procedures done 
totaled 12,613. The x-ray surged into great activity with 996 
procedures done compared to 227 of the year previous. Likewise, 
the laboratory became very busy bringing total examinations done 
to 3,520 in 9 months. All aspects of the entire hospital became 
busy: consultations, care of in-patients, operations, laboratory, house- 
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keeping, business. office. Businesswise, the hospital managed to 
keep a fairly healthy budget. -Charity. rendered for the year 1961 
amounted to P24,522.25. more than twice that of 1960 which 
was P10,478.00. Christian-wise, the chaplain baptized no less than 
21 patients during the year. 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS: At the early part of the year a cen- 
tralization of the different offices—doctors, nurses, pharmacy, 
business—in the mid-portion of the building was effected. This 
turned out to be beneficial to everyone especially the patients, who 
by then were beginning to receive more and better professional 
attention. The smooth and orderly flow of patients from. one of- 
fice to another has been facilitated. A complete and fairly modern © 
form of hospital charts has been adopted and the recording of 
cases is, to a fair degree, satisfactory. An emergency room was 
created for the acutely ill as well as for emergency minor operation 
procedures. It became a very busy section of the hospital making 
a total of 12,613 procedures done for the entire year. Staff and 
personnel education has been instituted and carried on regularly in 
the form of lectures, demonstrations, and movies. This kind of 
education promoted a better inter-professional understanding towards 
the care of patients. The hospital found itself the recipient of two 
operating tables (one used for major operations and the other for 
deliveries), an operating room light, resuscitating machine, a few 
drugs and odd pieces of general operating instruments. For the 
first time, physical and laboratory examinations have been con- 
ducted on priests, teachers and church workers. The care of the 
entire physical plant was done meticulously and likewise its fix- 
tures, medicines, equipment and other assets. Christian witness- 
ing found its way into the hearts of patients who in turn help 
strengthen their own respective local churches. One of our greatest 
accomplishments is that everyone in the hospital—janitors, at- 
tendants, orderlies, nurses, administrators, chaplain, and doctors— 
treats each patient as a distinct individual socio-educationally, 
spiritually as well as medically. 


PROBLEMS AND ASPIRATIONS: 1961 was a good year, 
full of opportunities which we made use of. But there is always 
the other side of the matter in the form of problems. We always 
have been beset by over-crowding of house patients. The oc- 
cupancy rating is always 25% above the efficiency level. This 
means that there is almost no end to our work. At this junction, 
let us understand that there is much work to be done with the 
outstation dispensaries of Tadian and Balbalasang. This calls for 
more doctors and nurses. The laboratory did its share marvelously 
with simple examinations in spite of the fact that it is ill equipped. 
The hospital Chaplain has exerted more effort with his part-time 
attachment to the hospital. He functions, not only as a spiritual 
leader, but also as social worker and a handy man who fills in 
every hospital employee’s or patient’s need. It would be best to 
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have a full time chaplain. Often times we find it hard to conduct 
patients to and from the hospital for the lack of a vehicle to 
function both as an ambulance and for service. It would be of great 
help if St. Theodore’s had one. We hope and constantly pray 
to have our problems solved, with the help of Almighty God, and 
doing what we can for ourselves. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENT: We bear a deep sense of gratitude 
to all those who have been, and still are, of great service to St. 
Theodore’s Hospital: to Mr. Simon Aquino, our comptroller: Mr. 
E. R. Montoya, our helpful adviser; Miss Louise Reiley and Mr. 
Teofilo Killip, administratrix and assistant, respectively, for their 
ever faithful cooperation in running St. Theodore’s Hospital smooth- 
ly with the Medical Director; Father Harris, chairman of the council, 
for his guidance; Father Longid, our chaplain; and Bishop Ogilby 
for providing the inspiration to go on; but most of all, to our ever 
loving God “in whom we move and live and have our being”.

25. ST. ANDREW’S THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


On April 4, 1961 ten students graduated from the Seminary 
and one received a letter testifying that he had attended the 
Seminary five years or longer. Five of the graduates were members 
of the Philippine Episcopal Church and five were members of the 
Philippine Independent Church. 


For the first time in the history of the Seminary the B. Th. 
degree was awarded. The B. Th. degree was conferred on the 
members of the class of 1961 and on all former graduates number- 
ing eighty-two in all. Three graduates were granted the degree 
magna cum laude and thirteen cum laude. 


Due to the cramped conditions of our chapel the. Bishop and 
his Cathedral staff, upon request, graciously offered the Cathedral 
Church of St. Mary and St. Jehn for the Commencement Service. 


_ At the beginning of the academic year in June, 1961 twenty- 
three students were admitted to the first year class and five were 
admitted as special students making a total enrollment of ninety- 
three students. Eighty-two students were enrolled in the regular 
course and eleven in the experimental Two Year Course. At the 
close of the semester the enrollment was reduced to eighty-five 
students. On October 30, 1961 four students of the Two Year 
Course received their certificates and three received letters stating 
that they had been enroiled in the Two Year Course. 


At the opening of the All Saints’ term in November the 
enrollment was seventy-eight students. Of these thirty-five were 
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members of the Philippine Episcopal Church and forty-three were 
members of the Philippine Independent Church. The present enroll- 
ment is seventy-eight. 


CURRICULUM—At the request of the Supreme Bishop of 
the Philippine Independent Church it was decided that the Two 
Year Course should be discontinued, but that those previously 
enrolled in the course should continue and receive the certificate. 


In June the new curriculum involving six years’ study was 
inaugurated. The first year class began their theological study 
‘within the framework of the new curriculum. All classes entering 
the Seminary prior to June 1961 will continue with the Five Year 
curriculum. 


FACULTY—Curriculum changes and study leaves for the 
faculty have necessitated additions of the faculty. Mrs. Sonya 
R. Sioson, M.A. has been appointed to teach the course.in General 
Science and Miss Tecla Franco, M.A. two courses in English. The 
Rev. Henry Wilson Kiley, B. Th. now on study leave in the 
United States was appointed to the faculty as Tutor and the Rev. 
Sotero P. Mitra, B. Th. was appointed as Tutor and Fellow. 


The Rev. H. Ellsworth Chandlee and the Rev. Walter Roland 
Foster are engaged in study abroad. 


The faculty now numbers thirteen full-time members including 
one instructor and three tutors and fellows with three members 
engaged in study abroad. There are four part-time teachers, two 
of whom are on leave, and two occasional lecturers. The total includ- 
ing all classifications is nineteen, eleven of whom come from abroad 
and eight of whom are from the Philippines. 


THE NEW CHAPEL—A most spacious and beautiful chapel 
designed by Mr. John Van Wie Bergamini was completed during 
the year and consecrated by the Supreme Bishop with Bishop 
Ogilby preaching on St. Andrew’s Day. 


SEMINARY SURVEY—Two or more years ago the Philip- 
pine Association of Theological Schools requested that a thorough 
survey be made of all Philippine theological seminaries and training 
schools above the rank of Bible Schools. The survey was to include 
a thorough study of each school. The request has become an 
actuality and the study of each school and the survey is nearly 
completed. The Rev. Dr. Walter N. Roberts, Executive Secretary 
of the American Association of Theological Schools and president 
of the United Theological Seminary in Dayton, Ohio, is head of 
the survey team with the Rev. Philip del Rosario and the Rev. 
Jose Dabuet assisting him. The reports of this study team, one in 
the nature of a factual report and the other in the nature of a 
confidential evaluation to be sent to each school, should prove a 
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great value in assessing the strengths and weaknesses of this 
institution and possible directions towards improvement.

26. BRENT SCHOOL 


This school year, we have the largest enrollment in the history 
of Brent School. We have more than one hundred boarding students 
and one hundred seventy-five day students. 


We were unable to accept all the boarding students who applied 
for admission. This, I believe, is a good sign since it is now pos- 
sible to accept the students best qualified to do good scholastic 
work, 

Since Brent School has grown so large, the present facilities 
are inadequate for our present needs. We need a new chapel, 
an enlarged dining hall, living quarters for our faculty members, 
more class-rooms, and a larger library. We may not be able to 
complete all the additional buildings in the next school year but 
we hope some of the construction may be done during our next 
long vacation. We do not have the funds for the new buildings 
but we have faith that our friends and alumni will help us with 
their gifts. 

We are pleased that Brent School is considered one of the top 
schools in the Philippines, ranking 7th in the nation in the Philip- 
pine Government tests. The high scores our students make on the 
College Board examinations and other tests testify to the fact 
that we have an excellent faculty and a receptive student body.

27. ST. FRANCIS HIGH SCHOOL 


: It is both an honor and a pleasure to submit to this Con- 
vocation the first report of the St. Francis High School. 

Following petitions and surveys made by the people of Upi, 
and after careful examination of the need and support for an 
academic high school in the Upi valley, the Bishop last year an- 
nounced that he was taking steps to open such a school. St. 
Francis High School opened in June 1961, with sixty students in 
the first year, and twenty in the second year—the first academic 
high school in the area. 
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The faculty, with the exception of Father Schlegel, the 
Principal, and Mrs. Schlegel, is completely Filipino; all have the 
B.S.E. degree, and are fully qualified by the government. One 
of the teachers is an Episcopalian, who grew up in the Mission 
congregation at Upi, while three others are members of the Philip- 
pine Independent Church, In addition to the five actual teachers 
on the staff, two local men serve full time in the office and 
vocational work of the school, and the Rev. Martin Bayang has 
been contributing both energy and leadership in his position as 
Chaplain, and more recently, as Vice-Principal. 


The school’s main building is a fine two-story structure, 
containing four large classrooms, a well stocked library, a very 
fine and large laboratory, and offices. Since the school opened 
to an enrollment three times as large as was anticipated, the 
present plant is already inadequate, and expansion is a pressing 
need as we proceed to open the third year this coming term. 
Girls’ vocational classes are presently meeting in one of the Mis- 
sion’s old dormitories; and it is expected that the old church may 
have to be used as a carpenter shop as well as continuing to serve 
as School Hall. Dormitories—as dormitories—are urgently required; 
and while there are no funds at present for rebuilding the now 
structurally unsafe old Girls’ Dorm, it is hoped that the old Boys’ 
Dorm is still sound enough to reopen during this coming year. 


The present student body is predominantly Anglican; seven 
having been baptized, and twenty-two confirmed or received dur- 
ing this school year. Of the non-Anglicans, three are Moslems, two 
are Roman Catholics, three are members of the local Protestant 
church, and one is a member of the Iglesia ni Cristo cult. The 
students attend classes in religion as a regular part of the cur- 
riculum, and attend Evensong daily in the Mission church. There 
is a regular “School Mass” each Wednesday, and the Anglican 
students are expected to attend the Mission’s principal Mass each 
Sunday. Thus far, the students have proved to be commendably 
devout; and several boys have expressed a definite interest in the 
seminary, while some of the girls aspire to try their vocations— 
later—with the Order of St. Anne. 


From the beginning, St. Francis High School is attempting to 
stress local self-support, and a good start seems to have been 
made in this area. In the building phase of the school, the people 
of Upi pledged and paid over three thousand six-hundred pesos 
toward construction and furnishing costs, and presently about half 
the student body is being locally subsidized in their schooling 
costs. Furthermore, the students have joined in a scheme of active 
cooperation with local farmers of the Mission, to form the “Upi 
Agricultural Education Project” endeavoring to bolster the Scholar- 
ship Fund of the school through farming cooperatively the fertile 
and recently unused mission farm lands. In this place, where 
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so many of our families are subsistence farmers, this project and 
this general approach is, I think, most encouraging. 


Mention should be made of the very generous support which 
the school has received, in this opening year, from Holy Trinity 
Church, Manila, from the American School in Manila, from the 
Bishop’s Book Plan, from the Church Periodical Club in the United 
States, and from various individuals both here in the Philippines 
and abroad.

28. ST. MARY’S SCHOOL 


On April 2, 1961 St. Mary’s School graduated 36 seniors. 
Canon Howard Johnson of the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, 
New York City, distributed the diplomas. Mr. Pio Tadaon delivered 
the address. 


This class ranked twenty-third in the nation on the national 
examinations given last March. Twenty-four of them are now in 
college. One senior was chosen as an American Field Service 
Scholar; five were given scholarships by the Commission on National 
Integration; six were granted scholarships by either the Men’s or 
Women’s scholarship committee of the Church. 


The same day Father Stapleton was appointed principal tc 
succeed Mr. William Henry Scott. 


The year has seen the completion of a new kitchen for the 
boys’ dorm, and the main building has been painted. 


The enrollment for 1961-62 was at a new high of 324 in spite 
of the fact that the sixth grade has been dropped; present enroll- 
ment is 309. The seventh grade had an enrollment of 105 which 
we feel was partly due to the ruling that no one could enroll in 
St. Mary’s High School without the seventh grade. 


Mr, Francisco Castillo was added to the faculty as a Spanish 
and English teacher, and Miss Felicisima Salayan was employed 
to teach the National Language. 


The final steps were taken to meet the government require- 
ments in the curriculum. Trigonometry was added to make five units 
of Math, and English Composition and Literature were given 
another period to make a total of thirty-one units for graduation. 
This allows no study period in the last two years. 


The budget for 1961-62 is P?27,160.00; of this the school 
receives P7,000.00 from Manila and the rest is local support.

The school participated in the foundation day activities of 
Kalinga and Ifugao Academies and in All Saints’ Fiesta. The 
basketball team took first place in all of them. 


The Library has added, since this time last year, 1997 volumes 
given by fourteen donors. This has resulted in a very crowded 
library. It is essential that we have more room.

29. ST. PAUL’S MEMORIAL SCHOOL 


May I begin this report by saying a few words about my 
predecessor, Mr. Dao-ayan, who resigned after serving faithfully for 
13 years as head of the school. Since the founding of the school, 
he worked with courage and patience, zeal and industry, skill 
and ability. He did well during all the hard years. 


The 1961-62 school year opened on June 12 with 78 students, 
an increase of 29% over that of last year. Of these students, 57% 
are from places outside Balbalasang, like Balatoc, Guinaang, Bon- 
toc, Abra, Benguet and Ifugao. With the expected completion of 
the road to Balbalasang we should have more students next year 
and in the years to come. Some twenty students from Tabuk trying 
to come to St. Paui’s School either returned or enrolled in Lu- 
buagan High Schools upon being informed that they had to hike 
one half day to reach Balbalasang. 


After the first grading period, five students withdrew—two 
for lack of financial support and three for inability to do the 
academic work. After the fourth grading period, a bright student 
was dismissed after he was caught being drunk the third time. 


Except for the inconvenience caused by the changes in the 
class program because of the “rigadoon” of temporary teachers, the 
school has been functioning smoothly. The faculty and students 
have been working as one, giving several days of free labor in 
improving the school plant by painting the school, sprucing up 
the library, transferring and enlarging the main gate to the school 
compound, putting down flooring in the unfinished part of the 
laboratory room, thus enlarging it, and in the excavation of the 
ground under rooms one and two. Before the end of the school 
year, we shall have finished excavating for an assembly and social 
hall. Not to be outdone, the SPMS Alumni Association has pledged 
its support in finishing the social hall. 
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The students have not only been active in helping to improve 
the school plant but also in their curricular and extra-curricular 
activities. The Student Government, especially, has been an 
invaluable help in maintaining school discipline. 


Half a hectare of the hill above the school has been planted 
to “tiger grass”. More will be planted to the same broom grass 
next year. 


Our two dormitories have accommodated seven boys and seven 
girls, each occupant paying only one peso a month as dormitory 
fee. Dormitory residents provide their own food and supplies. At 
the end of a week or more, these boys and girls go home to get 
their supplies. Every so often the dormitories are without residents 
except the teachers-in-charge. 


We have been blessed with the generous help of friends, like 
the Baguio Monday Club and Father and Mrs. Griffiths who have 
been sending us magazines, books, and school supplies. A large 
shipment of assorted books from the American School in Manila, 
has been received. Just recently, another large shipment of text- 
books was received from the U.S. Navy and the Asia Foundation 
through the Bishop’s Office. The Bishop, especially, has given 
SPMS a “shot in the arm” with its finances. His help has largely 
contributed to the stride forward in our school improvement. 
Through the Bishop’s effort, a gift of P600.00 from Trinity Church, 
Hartford, Connecticut, has been received. This amount will be 
used to procure much needed vocational equipment. 


To all our benefactors and friends, we offer our heartfelt 
thanks. 


1961 will go down in history as the year St. Paul’s Memorial 
School topped all other High Schools in the country in the Gov- 
ernment Test in Philippine History and Government. 


In spite of our achievements this year, there is big room for 
further improvement.

This was the first time St. Stephen’s had 
joined the other schools for this special day and we felt it well 
worth while. 


Our second big event was the ground breaking in February 
for our new high school building. Arranged by our Chaplains, 
the procession circled the-ground; led by the cross; the clergy, the 
choir, the school Board, alumni, faculty, students. Our beloved 
kindergarten teacher, Ai-sien-si, took a shovel in hand and with 
many others started the excavation. Now, at the end of the year 
our building is almost complete. Even in the second semester 
last November, we began sharing classrooms in one wing with 
persistent workmen, painters and carpenters. But we have one foot 
in the door and so know that eventually we will be in. 


Our Seniors topped the government median in every subject 
in the Government examination. Our alumni have continued to 
appear on the honor lists in various colleges and universities. A 
number are studying in the United States and some are in Taipeh 
continuing their Chinese education. 


Our beloved librarian, Miss Sylvia Lo, left in August to become 
librarian in Chung Chi College in Hong Kong. We mourn our loss 
but send our best wishes with her as she and Philip Sham, son 
of Father Sham of St. Peters’, will be married in the new year. 
He will teach in Chung Chi. 


There have been the usual number of class parties, excursions 
both for pleasure and education, and several faculty parties. But 
I am sure that our greatest celebration will be when we have 
completely taken over our new high school building. Please keep 
us in your prayers as we go forward in 1962.

THE REGIONAL COUNCIL OF THE CHURCH OF 
SOUTHEAST ASIA 


WHEREAS, on February 8th, 1961 the following enquiry 
was made by the Bishops assembled in Council in Rangoon: “In 
our view the Council should be recognized as a new form of Epis- 
copal Synod competent to meet the special needs of the various 
Dioceses, and as a consultative body, competent to formulate policy 
within its area. We therefore ask the Churches of the Anglican 
Communion through the Executive Officer whether they are pre- 
pared to extend his recognition to the CCSEA. 
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AND WHEREAS in New Delhi on Sunday 26th November 
of the same year, the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Presiding 
Bishop of the PECUSA, meeting in consultation with those Bishops 
of Southeast Asia who were at that time in New Delhi, namely, 
the Bishop of Hong Kong and Macao, the Bishop of Singapore 
and Malaya, Bishops Koh and Cabanban, with the Anglican Execu- 
tive Officer, gave encouragement to the Council of Bishops in South 
East Asia to go forward with their proposal for an Episcopal 
Synod, and this encouragement was supported by the Metropolitan 
of India in personal consultation with the Bishop of Hong Kong 
on the day following. 


AND WHEREAS the Bishops of South East Asia, meeting in 
Council in Quezon City in February 1962, recognized the desir- 
ability where possible of associating clerical and lay representatives 
in their counsels. 


We the undersigned Bishops of the Holy Catholic Church, 
meeting in the said Council at Cathedral Heights, Quezon City, 
Republic of the Philippines on the 6th day of February in the 
year of our Lord 1962, do heteby constitute a Regional Council 
of the Church of South East Asia; and we, being clerical and 
lay representatives of the dioceses of South East Asia, sitting with 
the Bishops, do concur in this action. 


We propose that the Council shall have the following CON- 
STITUTION: 


ARTICLE I. There shall be a Regional Council of the Church of 
South East Asia. 


II. The Council shall consist of the Dioceses of Borneo, 
Hong Kong and Macao, Korea, the Philippines, Ran- 
goon, Singapore and Malaya, and Taiwan. These 
Dioceses shall be represented by: 


a. all the Diocesan and Assistant Bishops in the 
Region. 
b. at least one clerical and one lay representative 


from each constituent Diocese, or more as deter- 
mined by the Council. 


. III. The Council shall elect a Chairman from its 
members, who shall serve for five years and shall 
be eligible for re-election, and such other officers as 
it shall determine. 


IV. It shall be competent for the Council to function 
synodically as follows: 


i. To exercise such ecclesiastical authority on be- 
half of the constituent dioceses as may be

entrusted to it by them, and delegated to it by 
those Churches now exercising ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction in the Region. In particular the 
Council shall have the right: 


a. to confirm the election of Bishops in Dio- 
ceses competent to elect, where this right is 
not reserved to itself by another authority. 
When the Council is not in session, such 
confirmation may be given by correspon- 
dence. In any case confirmation shall require 
the consent of two thirds of the bishops of 
the Council, and the concurrent consent of two 
thirds of the clerical and lay representations. 


b. to act as Trustee for the Constitution and 
Canons of the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui 
in relation to the Diocese of Hong Kong and 
Macao, and to serve other Churches in a 
similar way at their request. 


ii. To exercise general responsibility for the Gov- 
ernment, Discipline, Worship and Life of the 
Church in the Region. 


It shall be within the competence of the Council to 
invite into its full membership any other Diocese 
which, with the concurrence of its ecclesiastical 
authority, desires such membership. 


The Council shall be competent (subject to powers 
expressly reserved by proper ecclesiastical authority ) 
to determine relations of Intercommunion with arity 
Churches not at present in Communion with its 
constituent dioceses, provided always that the in- 
heritance of Truth and Grace which as a Church 
it has received with its Catholic Faith and Order be 
not thereby. impaired, but rather established, 
strengthened and fulfilled. 


This Constitution shall become effective when ap- 
proved by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the Presid- 
ing Bishop of the P.E.C.U.S.A., and the Metropolitan 
of the C.I.P.B.C., and operative in the case of any 
constituent Diocese when approved by that Diocese. 
However the participation of any Diocese in any 
particular activity of the Council may be withheld 
by that Diocese until the appropriate action is taken 
by the ecclesiastical authority concerned. 


Proposals to amend the Constitution shall be 
brought forward at a meeting of the Council. If 
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IX. 


such proposals are accepted by a simple majority of 
the Council, they shall then be approved by two 
thirds of the constituent dioceses and by the ec- 
clesiastical authorities concerned. Such amendments 
shall then be ratified at a succeeding meeting of the 
Council by a two thirds majority of the Bishops of 
the Council, with the concurrent consent of two 
thirds of the clerical and lay representations. 


Meetings of the Council shall be held as 
determined by the Council, subject to the right of 
the Chairman (or Senior Bishop of the Council, if 
there be no Chairman able to act) to call meet- 
ings at his discretion. It shall be competent for 
the Bishops of the Council to meet at other times 
for mutual consultation, to initiate and consider 
proposals for Council action, and to act on such 
matters as may be delegated to them by the 
Council. 


Council actions shall normally take the form of 
resolutions, which shall be effective until rescinded 
or amended (unless otherwise ordered). The 
Council is competent to establish its own financial 
officers and accounts, to receive and disburse funds 
given by its own constituent dioceses or any other 
source. No resolution will be held to apply to any 
diocese whose ecclesiastical authority has not agreed 
that such action is permissible. 
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
